NJ N TW The pzetendedowners thereof, either hauing no Gꝛant at 
all fromthe Crowne, whereby to deriue good tytles to them- 

ſelues, oꝛ clle ſach grants as haue beene ſurreptitioufly gotten vpon falſe ſuggeſtions, 
oꝛ by other deceitfull courſes, oꝛ are other wile defectine and inſufficient in Law ; So as 
His Maieſty might by His royall pꝛerogatiue and right, take aduantage thereof, to ſeize 
the lame Pannozs and Lands into His hands, and ſo leaue the ſaid pꝛetended owners 
without relieke : Which might vpon iuſt reaſon be done, conſidering that both the late 
Nueene Elizabeth in Her time, and his Maieſty ſithente, haue by ſeuerall Commiſſions 
of Grace awarded foz confirmation of all ſuch defectine tytles, and by fozmer publique 
pꝛotlamations, as by ſo many ſolemne warnings, ſummoned and inuited all perſons; 
whom the lame might concerne, vpon eaſie and honozable compoſitions to pꝛeuent their 


owne dangers in this behalfe which hitherto they haue tontemned, oz neglected to doe. 
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Notwithttanding, His Patelly, out of HisPyincely dv 

take any ſtrict courſes againft Hislouing us, hath deene graciouſly pleaſed,once 
moꝛe to renew His ſaid Commiſſion to ſundyy of HE PziuyCouncell, and others of 
His Judges ? Countell learned, anthoꝛtʒing them to treat#compound with am perſon oꝛ 
perſons on Hts Mateſties behalfe, foz confirming e making good of their defettine Titles 
oꝛ Eſtates, actoꝛding to the courſe heeretofoze vſed in line Commiſſions: But with this 
expectation, that as it pleaſeth His Maieſtp, in his gracious well⸗ wiſhing to the peace and 
quiet of His lomng Sudietts. thus to intline to them. and loꝛbeare to take notice of their 
foꝛmer negligences, So now they will be adutiſed vpon this renewed offer ol his Grace to 
neglect the ſame no longer; leſt after ſo many warnings, the ſame be tuſtly taken krom 
them. | 

And therefoze His Maieſty doth ſtraitlp charge and command all perſons whom it 
may concerne, by this publike declaration of His Will and Pleaſure, to take ſuch notice 
thereof, that voluntarily, oz vpon letters to them diretted from His Mateſties Commiſſi- 
oners, with a dꝛaught ofthe particular tale, whereupon their Title ſhall be queſtioned, 
they faile not at their perills to attend the ſaid Commiſſioners, foꝛ ſuch moderate and rea; 
ſonable compoſitions, as ſhall be found fit and equall foꝛ confirmation ol their eſtates, and 
tleering all doubts ofthe ſame: Letting them all to wit, that mn caſe they ſhallneglect 
this offer ofhis Pzincely goodneſſe and fauour towards them, in not appearing, oꝛ not 
compounding foz the letling of their lands and poſſeſſions in peace, As His Baieſty in- 
tends not to make any ſecond 02 new treaties, with thole that ſhall ſhew themſelues wil⸗ 
full andrefractaryinthis behalfe, So they ſhall haue no tuſt cauſe tocomplaine of any but 
themſelues,tfcontrary to His Mateſties pꝛintelp inclination, he be infoꝛted to moꝛe ſeuere 
courſes, fo retouering and maintaining the Reuenuesof HisCrowye, againſt all intru⸗ 
ſions, and vnlawlull bſurpations and poſſeſſions whatſoener,
